HATS WITH CITIZENS 


OF ARIZONA. 


“Arizona is having the most pros- 
perous era in its history. We are not 
talking politics very much over there 
now, but are getting down to business. 
What we want first and foremost, 
Statehood not excepted, is for Los An- 
geles and the rest of the world to bring 
its idle capital to the Territory to in- 
vest in our mines. And right here al- 
low me to remark that we have the 
richest mining country on earth. 
Sure. Why, only the hem of the gar- 
ment of our mineral wealth has yet 
been touched.” 

It was Hon. Marcus A. Smith who 
spoke thus enthusiastically of the Sun- 

Territory. Delegate Smith has 
just returned from a week's visit to 
San Francisco, and is now domiciled 
at the Hollenbeck. Today or tomorrow 
he will go to Santa Catalina to dally 
with the tuna. 

“For,” says Smith, “I am the big- 
gest fool to fish you ever saw. Oh, 
yes, I have wrestied with the tuna 
before. I've been making regular trips 
to the island for a dozen years or more, 
and know what the sport is. But 
say, my boy, for real genuine pleasure 
in the piscatorial line, there is noth- 
ing that equals angling for black bass 
in some quiet eastern stream. With a 
man to row who never says a word ex- 
cept when he is spoken to, a bucket 
of cracked ice, etc., under your seat 
and a pipe and box of tobacco on the 
seat in front of you, as your oarsman 
slowly pulls you up some stream un- 
der shade of tall spreading trees, 
whi” you don't do a thing but fish 
and fish and smoke, that's ideal sport 
for me.” 

Delegate Smith has been the repre- 
sentative of Arizona in Congress, with 
the exception of two terms, ever since 
1886. Twice he was wise enéugh to 
decline the Democratic nomination, be- 
cause the times were not propitious for 
Democratic success. After four years’ 
rest he was elected again last fall, and 
will again take up his abode in Wash- 
ington when Congress reassembles. 

“What are the prospects for State- 
hood?” was asked of Col. Smith, yes- 
terday. 

“They are not very bright just now. 
The Territory having gone Democratic 
at the last election, the administration 
is not wildly enthusiastic about forcing 
us into the Union. However, both par- 


| ties are pledged to Statehood, and we 


will all, of course, keep working for it 
until the Territory is admitted.” 

“How about free silver sentiment in 
the Territory, has there been any re- 
vulsien feeling in régard to it since 
the last @lection?” 

“Not very ‘much. Of course, the Re- 

publican politicians have hedged in 
order to stand in with their party pro- 
gramme, but most of the mining and 
business men of the Territory are st@ 
firm bimetallists. But we are not dis- 
cussing these matters now, as we are 
too busy developing our resources.” 
. Delegate Smith will not admit that 
the gold standard and Kepublican ad- 
ministration are responsible 
unprecedented prosperity of the great 
Southwest. He gives Providence the 
credit. 

Delegate Smith is but one of many 
Arizonans who are in Los Angeles or 
at the neighboring resorts at present. 
The regular summer exodus to escape 
the desert heat is on, although the 
weather has not yet been excessively 
hot in the Territory this season. These 
people spend a good deal of money in 
Los Angeles and vicinity during their 
annual pilgrimages, and the trade and 
social relations between Arizona and 
Southern California are constantly on 
the increase. 

Among the prominent Arizona vis- 
itors now here, is Hon. William G. 
Blakely of Kingman, who is staying 
at the Natick. Judge Blakely is a 
lawyer and miner, and has long been 
identified with the Territory's affairs. 
Although a Republican, he has _re- 
peatedily been elected to office in a 
Democratic county. He has filled the 
offices of District Attorney and County 
Judge at Kingman, but is at present 
engaged in private practice. 

“No, I don’t consider our chances for 
Statehood very good so long as the 
Territory goes Democratic like it did 
last fall,” said Mr. Blakely. “How- 
ever, I do not know that we are much 
the worse off for having a Territorial 
instead of a State government. We 
have been very fortunate in having 
excellent men appointed for Governor 
and the judicial witions, whether a 
Republican or a mocratic adminis- 
tration was in power. I doubt if the 
people could have elected any better 
men, or even as-good, if they had the 
chance. Gov. Murphy is a splendid 
executive, and our Supreme Court is 
composed of men who would be a credit 
to any bench.” 


MANILA COURT FINDINGS.

GIRLS FOOLED 


BY AGITATORS. 


@  —— 


Coerced into Joining 
the Union. 


Ignorant of Their Own 
Demands. 


Reports Published by The 
Times Declared to Be Fair 
and Accurate. 


“The reports published in The Times 
have been entirely accurate and fair to 
all concerned.” 

Such is the verdict of E. G. Fay, A. 
N. Davidson, T. H. Bradiey and many 
other prominent laundrymen in regard 
to the efforts of the union agitators to 
stir up strife between contented work- 
ers and employers in this city. Mr. 
Davidson, vice-president of the Empire 
Company, said regarding the state- 
ments of the measly evening champion 
of the walking delegates: 

“The report is absolutely and un- 
qualifiedly false in every particular. 
The trouble is that some of the giris 
have allowed themselves to be bull- 
dozed inti joining the movement, 
through fear of losing their places or 
being subjected to a heavy fine. As a 
matter of fact the source of the whole 
trouble is with the men, evho are the 
highest-salaried employés. The giris 
on being asked, have declared they 
really do not know what the demand 
of the union contained, or what the 

ance is. 

“The schedule submitted demands a 
ten-hour day and vay for overtime. The 
Empire employés have always had the 
ten-hour day, with additional pay for 
extra service, so you see there cannot 
possibly be cause for complaint on 
those scores. 

“It is also demanded that none but 
union workers shall be employed, and 
this we will never agree to. We have 
notified our employés that the union 
will not be recognized under any con- 
ditions, and all the other laundries, 
with possibly one exception, have done 
the same. 

NO FURTHER REPLY. 

“The union need wait for no fur- 

ther reply, as the management of 
each laundry has told its employés 
that they will only be dealt with as 
individuals, cand that even the exist- 
ence of the union will not be recog- 
nized. 
“Wednesday afternoon I called the 
entire force together on the second 
floor and asked that if any employé 
had a grievance the management 
would be glad to consider it. Not a 
complaint was made. 

“I told the employés that , none 
would be discharged either for belong- 
ing or not belonging to the union. I 
eald that if any quit at the call of the 
union, that would end their service 
with us for all time. 

“In regard to the threat of the walk- 
ing delegate that a fine of $25 would 


be imposed on any member of the 
union refusi to obey a call for a 
walk-out, E. G, Fay, president of our 
company, told the girls that it was 


nonsensical. To show the impossibility 
of the thing he declared that if such 
a fine could be assessed and collected 
he would himself pay it. Nothing 
whatever was said regarding the pay- 
ment of the initiation fee. 


INCE’S DUPLICITY. 


“This man Ince is an arrant hypo- 
crite. Before I addressed the workers 
he and a couple of his retainers stood 
on the front sidewalk peering through 
the windows. Going into the rear end 
of the building later in the afternoon 
I saw him talking to some of the em- 
ployés, but did not know who he was. 
I esked him if he was an employé, and 
he said he was not. He had sneaked 
in through the entrance from the alley, 
and I immediately assisted him out. 

“At his invitation I went out and 
had a long talk with him. I peinted 
out the fair rules in vogue in our es- 
tablishment. Ince said he knew I was 
a gentlemag, and if what I said were 
true the agitation was ill-advised. He 
said he feared the movement had got- 
ten into the hands of ‘radicals,” and 
that he would go up to the meeting of 
the girls’ union and try to stem the 
tide of strike agitation. 

“He actually made believe that he 
would work for peace, but he proved 
two-faced, and in his speech to the 
girls he told them that they had ‘not 
organized a minute too soon.” How- 


ever, the union will not under any con- 
ized 


dition or in any manner be recogn 
by the Empire Laundry.” 
REFUSES DICTATION. 
T. H. Bradley, proprietor of the Cres- 


cent Laundry, says he offered to treat 


with his employés individually if they 
had any grievances, but he refysed to 
be dictated to by the unton, anf hence 
he has been thretaened with a boycott. 
He confirms what the other laundry- 
men have said about the tactics of mis- 
chief-making walking delegates and 
agitators, who have stirred up this 
whole strife when the women and girls 
have had no complaints to make.

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 
MITTEE’S HOT REPORT. 


Free Trade League Stirs Up a Hornets’ 
Nest—Los Angeles Not Built That

Way—To Receive the Alabama Press 


Association. 


At a meeting of the board of direc- 
tors of the Chamber of Commerce, held 
yesterday, the Committee on Manu- 
factures, to whom was referred a com- 
munication from the New England 
Free Trade League, made a _ report, 
through its chairman, Homer Laughlin, 
which was adopted unanimously and 
with great enthusiasm. 

The Free Trade League asked the 
indorsement of the Chamber of Com- 
merce to a document advocating “un- 
restricted reciprocity of trade between 
the United States and Canada."" The 
committee submitted the following 
resolution: 

“Resolved, by the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Los Angeles, Cale that we are 
unalterably opposed to any measures 
advocating unrestricted reciprocity of 
trade between the United States and 
Canada, or any other foreign country.” 
In its argument, accompanying this 
resolution, the committee stated that 
it was in favor of a fair reciprocity 
treaty that would injure no American 
interest. The president of the Free 
Trade League is quoted as saying that 
“free trade is reciprocity,” and the 
committee, therefore, takes the posi- 
tion that reciprocity must be free trade, 
to which it is opposed. “The United 
States,” says the report, “levies a 
tariff without discrimination. Canada, 
on the other hand, discriminates 
against the United States by placing 
lower duties upon all imports from 
Great Britain. In 1900, Canada ex- 
ported to the United States $64,000,000 
of which $24,000,000 was products of 
the Klondike. The same year the ex- 


ports from the United States to Can-* 


ada amounted to $116,972,000.

In 1900, under the Dingley law, we had 
a balance of trade in our favor of $544, - 
764,885, a part of which, under our new 
tariff laws, Canada contributed. 

“We believe that the active, pro- 
ducing people of the United States 
want no more of this adverse expe- 
rience with low tariffs, enacted either 
directiy by Congress or indirectly by 
so-called reciprocity treaties. We 
think we should let well enough alone, 
especially when we are ‘enjoying in 
the Unit States today the most 
profitable Wade that we or any other 
nation ever had. 

“With this experience before us, we 
believe it to be the act of mad men 
to retrace our steps and make conces- 
sions, either directly by tariff reduc- 
tions or indirectly by reciprocity 
treaties, whereby the interests of a 
single industry in the United States 
may be put in peril; and we recom- 
mend that the Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce appeal to other influential 
commercial bodies to persistently pro- 
test against any so-called commercial 
treaties with foreign countries. At- 
tention is called to the foregoing ex- 
act figures of results, lest we forget. 
The great danger of the future welfare 
of the American people is the short- 
ness of their memory.”

A shor time ago cer- 
tain residents of East Los Angeles 
petitioned the Council to make the 
Pasadena and the Santa’ Monica lines 
transfer to the Los Angeles itailway 
system, claiming that they are obliged 
to do so under the law, because the 
fact that these two compaulcs vere 
more than five continuous blocks of 
the Los Angeles Railway system is a 
proof that they are practicaliy un-jer 
one ownership. On the otrer hand, 
these companies claim that they are 
separate institutions, and that they 
each paid a large sum of money to the 
Los Angeles company for the privilege 
of running over its lines tor muvore 
than five continuous blocks. The Los 
s-ngeles Railroad Company—whijch Is 
intimately connected with the Paxa- 
dena company, but not with the Santa 
Monica company—has refused to grant 
these transfers, and the Pasa:‘ena 
company threatens to stop its cars at 
the Plaza or at Temple street, which 
course the Santa Monica Railroad peo- 
ple say they will also be compell:d to 
follow, in case the Council forces them 
to issue transfers—transfers which the 
Los Angeles company says it would 
not a¢cept. This Would be a great in- 
convenience to the people living in 
the northwestern part of the city, who 
depend entirely upon this ine for 
transportation. They have appeared 
before the Board of Public works and 
petitioned against the demanding ot 
the extra facilities asked for by some 
of the East Los Angeles people.

greater. Considering the crowded con- 
aition of most of the cars in Los An- 
geles, during a large part of the 4ay, 
and especially on Sundays, tnis state- 
ment is difficult of credence, unless in 
the estimate is jncluded interest on 
watered capital stock. A recent dis- 
patch from Philadelphia states that 
John Wanamaker has offered to pay 
$3,000,000, cash, for a street-rai]lway 
franchise which was recently given 
away “free, gratis, for notlilng,” by 
the corrupt city officials to political 
friends. Of this large amount, £2,500.- 
700 would go to the city, to be used 
for public improvements, and $500,000 
to the franchise holders, for a privi- 
lege which has cost them nothing. It 
is added that Wanamaker ugrees to 
charge only 3 cents fare during the 
heavy morning and evening travel. Of 
course, Philadelpha is a much larger 
city than Los Angeles. Still, if a man 
there can afford to pay $3,006,000 for a 
franchise, and to carry people for 3 
cents during the periods of beay

as muth ds we can for our money, but 
in this matter of transfers it cer- 
tainly does appear as if the East Side 
petitioners are somewhat unreason- 
able. There is probably no city of the 
size in the United States where peo- 
ple can travel so tar for a nickel as 
in Los Angeles. The Pasadena com- 
pany carries passengers a distance of 
seven miles for that sum, and several 
of the other lines carry people five 
miles for a single 5-cent fare. What 
we do badly need, and have a right to 
ask of the street-car companies, is 
that they should furnish a sufficient 
amount of rolling stock to give all 
passengers a seat, except in the case 
of an unusual and unexpected rush of 
travel. If that were done, few people 
would complain about the amount of 
service which they receive for 5 cents. 
With the great expansion of electric 
railroad systems, of city Umits, and of 
the country at large, if this question 
of transfers should be pushed to the 
limit, we may before long hear the 
ery that “transfers follow the flag.” 
Evidently, it would bankrupt even a 
Morgan syndicate if it had to give 
transfers from Porto Rico to the 
Philippines. 

Perhaps we may some day succeed 
in obtaining a good, sensible State 
law on the subject of street rallroads, 
which will. be fair te the municipali- 
ties and the traveling public, while 
not unjust to the companies. That de- 
pends upon the intelligence, and <mte- 
pendence, and discretion displayed by 
the voters when they go to the polis 
to cast their votes for candidates for 
the State Legislature who are fre- 
quently just the very persons who 
should not be elected.

N ENGLISH PARCEL SERVICE. 
The World's Work magazine for 
Jupe has an article descriptive of an 
English railway parcel-delivery serv- 
fee, which appears to be a complete 
success, from the railway standpoint, 
while it is an undoubted advantage 
to the public. The idea is certainly 


on the Great Eastern Railway, in 
England, would seem to warrant the 
introduction of the system in ‘other 
parts of the world. ‘ 

The service is in operation between 
London and the suburban sections 
reached by the Great Eastern Railway 
covering a fadius of about one hun- 
dred and twenty miles. The section 
served is an agricultural region, in 
the main, and the passenger trains 
bring into London, and to the neigh- 
boring sea resorts, produce of all 
kinds, packed in boxes of definite size 
and shape. This permits the bestow- 
ing of these packages in the minimum 
of space. The railway company fur- 
nishes the boxes, at a cost of from 
4 to 11 cents each. The service fee 
is extremely low, ranging from 8 cents 
for less than twenty pounds, with 2 


up to sixty pounds. Above sixty 
pounds, the fee is 25 cents. Sixty 
pounds, however, is practically the 
limit for the boxes provided. 

ihe transportation fee is paid in 


to each packare. As an aia to the 
patrons of the service, the railway 
company publishes two pamphiets, one 
giving the names of producers who 
use the service, the other giving the 
names of the owners of season tickets 
who are ig constant need of such 
produce. 

From its inception, the plan was a 
pronounced success. It brought the 


gether—and whén this is done, trade 
is invariably facilitated.

Mysterious Would-be Assassin of 
Whose Attempt Upon the Life of the 
Chief Executive Few Knew. 
[Columbus (0.) Dispatch Cincinnati 
Enquirer:] Not half a dozen people 
know that ex-Préesident Hayes was 
once the target for an ascassin’s bullet. 
In fact, until recently the knowledge of 
the fact has been locked up in the 
breast of W. G. Deshler, the prominent 
banker of this city, who, if not an eye- 
witness to the occurrence, bore such 
intimate relations to Mr. Hayes that he 
was in full possession of ali the facts. 
It was on Mr. Deshler’s advice that the 
matter was suppressed, and never 
reached the ears of the public. Even 
now Mr. Deshler is averse to talking on 
the subject, though all occasion for 
secrecy has long since ceased. 
At the close of Mr. Hayes's last term 
as Governor, and during the interim 
elapsing between That time and his ac- 
cession to the Presidency, he was a 
popular idol. It is to be doubted if ary 
other President within recent years 
has had the hold upon the affections of 
the American people that he had.
